When 
this occurred I had only got my own orderlies, three Do ias, and some half 
a dozen Bansing men with me, having left the rest of my escort behind in the 
village, where Lieutenant Woodthorpe was still busy sketching in the country. 
To this invitation, they replied that they would come in and to me; but, 
instead of doing so, they sat down in large groups. One man ran back and 
called out something to others, who were coming up all along théroad in par- 
ties of two, three, and four together. Although repeatedly invited them to 
come on and s to me, not a single man d be induced to come forward. 
After waiting for half-an-hour, which I passed by taking some luncheon under 
a tree, and having been joined” by Lieutenant. Woodthorpe, I retired to the 
vi . After another long talk with the V4ngam, in which I instructed him 
to erect huts for us, we returned to camp. ' There, on the following day, I laid 
the whole information I had gathered up to date before Colonel Nuttall, who ~ 
fully concurred with me in thinking that the evidence, as far as it went, tended 
to show that Sentid, as a whole village, had not joined the enemy, but that the 
five men who accompanied the ss | ey had been probably won over by 
the (to a Naga) irresistible prospect of h and loot, and had then gone in 
with the rest; that the Senié men, having received them back, together with ‘ 
their plunder, were probably now afraid we should hold them all in the same 
category, and were consequently hesitating which they should do,—surrender 
at discretion and throw themselves on our mercy, or fight it out to the utmost, 
Colonel Nuttall then decided that, if this surmise proved correct, and if it was 
satisfactorily shown that Seniié as a whole village really had not taken any part > 
in the massacre, and did not oppose our advance, the unconditional surrender  ~ 
of the five men, er with the restitution of the guns, &., which they had. 
brought back, d amply satisfy the ends of justice. Thus, with a4 un-

seen that it was quite hopeless to think we eould ever work rafts across, even 
with picked men stript to their waists, much less with armed parties, 80 Jong as + 
the current continued as strong as it was then. Indeed, we began to notice with © 
much apprehensitn that the river was rising rapidly, and that it had already — 
risen nearly two feet during the time we had been endeavouring to cross it; 
Colonel Nuttall then at once determined to recall the party, and retire to 

’ Senid. The six men then got on toa raft, anda most exciting scene ensued 
on their passage back. The raft was swept with’ incredible speed down the 

stream, and, seeing their only chance for life was to swim for it, about mid- 
way they all jumped into the roaring torrent, and struck out for “shore, where 
a long line of officers and men were ready to receive them. Although 
some distance down, they all landed safely, with the exception of one unfor- 
tunate sepoy, who seemed to have either been struck on the side by a 
rock, or to have lost his head, for he suddenly turned round, and, in a few 
seconds, having been carried several hundred yards down, he disappeared, appa> - 
rently worn out by his terrible struggles. 

16, On'the 17th, al working party of ‘sepoys and ‘police, under the 

‘able and active superintendence of Lieutenant Woodthorpe (of the 
Engineers) was occupied all day in endeavouring to throw a trestle-bri 
across the river. By evening they managed to reach about half way. As 
river had been ae again, on the following morn ing the whole force marched 
down once more and biyouacked at the bridge forthe night. Working parties 
were put on again at once next peers: and by dint of working incessantly 
all day, by evening we were delighted to have the bridge completed. The © 
Nagas from the opposite side fired into us, but without effect on two —— ‘ 
occasions. Their fire was immediately replied to and silenced by the line of 
skirmishers which had been thrown out to cover our advance on the bridge. — 
When men could cross over, a picket was placed on the right bank to defend — 
any attack that might be made on the bridge.
